WASHINGTON, March 4-—wWith the 
adjournment of the Second Session of 
the 70th Congress today, the Lankford 
Bill, HR 78, introduced on the first day 
of the First Session by Representative 
William Chester Lankford, Democrat, of 
Georgia, likewise goes out, not having 
been afforded any consideration by the 
House District Subcommittee to which 
it was referred. 

This is the measure aimed to prohibit 
amusement enterprises on Sundays in 
the District of Columbia, and had it be- 
come effective, it would have been the 
entering wedge for similar enactment by 
many of the States. During the entire 
assemblage of Congress, many petitions 
were presented urging the enactment of 


the measure, all of which were referred 
to the House District Committee. On the 
other hand, many petitions were pre- 
sented praying for defeat of the measure. 
There seems to be little chance of the 
bill coming up at the special session 
scheduled for April 10, but it is almost 
certain that on the convening of the 
71st Congress, next December, the meas- 
ure will be reintroduced and hearings 
held by the subcommittee to which it 
will again be referred.

English Actor-Manager Appeals to People of Dominion To 
Cast Off U. S. Domination of Playhouses—Advocates 
British Ideals and Community Theatricals 


REGINA, Sask., March 2.—An earnest appeal to Canadians to cast off the 
yoke of United States domination of theaters in the Dominion, and establish 
community playhouses which cannot be taken from the control of Canadian 
people, was voiced by Bransby Williams, noted English actor-manager, at the 


Gyro dinner here recently. 

“Here I am, a Britisher,” declared Wil- 
liams, “but before I could play for you 
I had to go to New York, with my hat in 
my hand. and say: ‘Please, sirs, as a 
British subject, may I have your permis- 
sion to play in Canada?’ This is strange, 
but it is true. There were only three 
theaters in which I played in Canada 
which were not controlled by Americans. 

“While in the United States, I love to 
play for American managers, but when in 
Canada, I would much prefer to play in 
theaters controlled by Canadians and run 
according to British ideals of decency.” 

Williams referred to the success of 
the community theater movement in 
New Zealand, and then said: “I am go- 
ing to look forward to the day when men 
like Mr. Darke give money for community 
theaters, and funds are subscribed by the 
citizens, and the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way and Canadian National Railways 
asked for support, so that each city in 
Canada may shake off the American 
domination by owning its own theater. 

“It is up to every Canadian to foster 
the community theater movement, to 
encourage Canadian playwrights and 
Canadian players, so that Canadianism 
may find true expression thru the 
medium of the stage.”

CHICAGO, March 2—For its first 
Lenten offering the Goodman Repertory 
Company this week presented Ibsen’s 
last play, When We Dead Awaken, at the 
Goodman Theater, acquitting itself ex- 
cellently in a production that presented 
difficulties of no small proportions. 

The play, which Ibsen called “a dra- 
matic epilog”’, is one of strange sym- 
bolism and interminable dialog, and there 
is a lack of action that slows the tempo 
to a point where it is difficult for the 
players to sustain the interest. They did 
very well indeed, however, with their 
material. B. Iden Payne had the leading 
role, that cf Rubek, a sculptor, who 
finds that in gaining worldly fame and 
fortune he has lost his gift of imagina- 
tion.

In an act that does not use nut com- 
edy there’s nothing more pleasing to 


note than consistency. The Le Grohs, 
comprising two men and a girl, are all 
of that and thereby more than passably 
entertaining. They're subbilled as being 
intent on Taking Things Easy. It’s just 
that nanner in which the offering 
Starts, finishes and progresses. Really an 
opener, it went on in the deuce spot 
when caught and filled the niche nicely. 
The slim male is a punchy hand bal- 
ancer and contortionist. The girl sup- 
plies the needed flash and does graceful 
but’ unrhythmic walkovers in divers 
spots, and the second male, rotund and 
seemingly too bulky to engage in acro- 
batics, furnishes the big surprise by fi- 
nally relieving himself of his headgear 
and going thru an energetic display of 
flip flaps.

Bits analyzed singly are quite ordinary, 
but take on importance because of clever 
routining.

Soldiers of Fortune

This military novelty, performed by 
eight men and a girl, is not hampered 
by the usual unsavory performance given 
by uniformed hams. These fellows, who 
c'aim to be actual survivors of a regi- 
ment that was killed off in Algiers and 
Verdun, shout thru their baritone stuff 
like madmen in hell—and get there 
without resort to pilfered sentiment. 
Their gin is Francaise, not French, and 
they have not a second to spare as they 
juggle their routine in staccato, manly, 
laconic fashion. 

Theirs is a brutal routine that shakes 
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the audience out of stupor into hell-fire 
But there is a drawback. The so-called 
major of the piece introduces the act in 
broken English and, in an effort to ap- 
pear alien, is not plain. Then there's 
the sergeant who sings and talks as if 
he’s in fairyland, and thus makes mock 
of the piece. 

However, the songs themselves are as 
strong as the strongest ale, and the 
major knows how to pour.

— The firm of 
Irons & Clamage has been dissolved. it 
was announced by Warren B. Irons early 
this week on his return from Detroit 
Irons stated that he had relinquished al! 
interest in the three Detroit 
controlled by the firm, as well as severa) 
other leases, and he is now interested 
only in the Haymarket Theater here 
which he owns. While exact figures are 
not available it is understood that Iron 
received in the neighborhood of $100,000 
for his holdings. 

Dissolution of the firm came as the 
result of a difference of opinion as to 
policy. Clamage wanted to establish an 
extensive circuit of theaters in a num- 
ber of cities. Irons did not favor the 
plan and upon receiving a lucrative offer 
for his holdings he accepted. For the 
present he will devote all of his atten- 
tion to the Haymarket, now housing 
Mutual shows. 

The three Detroit houses involved in 
the deal are the Gaiety, Palace and Ave- 
nue.

while both continue to draw ever-in- 
creasing dividends in rentals from their 
realty. 

Irons’ chief reason for selling out his 
theatrical holdings to Clamage is due t 
repeated request from Mrs. Irons to War- 
ren to get out and play, even unto coll, 
and with the final settlement Warren B 
and Mrs. Irons will entrain for Hot 
Springs where Warren will join I. # 
Herk and other business associates for 
several weeks of pleasure en route 
Pacific Coast for a further round of 
pleasure.

Besides bringing Basil Sydney and 
Mary Ellis back to the New York stage 
after an absence of almost a year, Meet 
the Prince also brings A. A. Milne, the 
author, back to those whimsicalities with 
which his name is so prominently con- 
nected. Sad to say. however, this thin, 
airy bit of nothing can do little to in- 
crease the reputations of those con- 
cerned. It is a slow, draggy and anaemic 
little play that can barely gasp its way 
thru three long acts 

It is evident that this piece of fluff 
has the kernel for a deft and amusing 
comedy. A group of residents of a cot- 
tage colony on the outskirts of London 
are eagerly awaiting the arrival of a 
Prince of Neo-Slovonia. They are gath- 
ered at the home of one of the colony 
who is to be the host. The Prince, ac- 
companied by his secretary, finally ar- 
rives and it develops that he is a fraud, 
being the husband of one of the women 
present. It seems that he had left her 
several years previously and since then 
had been making his way by posing as 
the heir to the throne of a purely 
imaginary kingdom. 

His wife, however, has also been a 
humbug. After his departure she decided 
that it would be easier if she posed as 
the widow of a former British army com- 
mander who was killed in India. She has 
found her story as acceptable to her set 
as his has been to those whom he has 
been associated with. After some very 
amusing explanations, the two finally 
eet together again, he destroying his fake 
kingdom and she burying her brain- 
ch ild general for once and for all. 

It is only in the third act that Milne 
succeeds in being genuinely amusing for 
any extended period, and then some of 
the effectiveness is lost thru his too 
generous applicatt on of whimsy. Indeed, 
these broad strokes are the weakest in 
the play and Meet the Prince is at its 
best when toying with a more delicat« 
and subtle phase of humor. 

The first act is so weak and strained 
that it becomes really boring. It is al- 
most entirely concerned with a discus- 
sion of w these people shall act when 
meeting the Prince and the possibility 
of his becoming interested in any of the 
women present. There is no action, it 
does nothing toward developing the 
theme and is almost entirely devoid of 
humor. The second act is little better, 
altho there is considerably more action 
than in the earlier session. Thanks to 
some delightful minor moments in the 
final act, this piece is saved from becom- 
ing totally impossibie. The best of these 
is one character's description of his feele 
ings when he receives no mail in the 
morning. Then there is the explanation 
offered by the Prince when he finally 
decides to give up the game. These 
moments are distinctly | worth while, but 
they are so few and far between that 
they cannot counteract the long, dreary 
aie between. 


Meet the Prince undoubtedly would be 
more palatable if the direction were more 
expert. Discreetly, no credit for this de- 
partment is given on the program. As it 
stands it is too ploddy for ready diges- 
tion or even to give that pleasant glow 
such a silken effort must have. 

All the players in this production are 
capable in themselves, but they are none 
too strongly cast here. Mary Ellis, while 
always charming and intelligent, strives 
too hard with her humor, the result be- 
ing that her part becomes hollow. Basil 
Sydney, on tire other hand, contributes 
a thoroly convincing performance as the 
Prince. He is unassuming, light, qualities 
that are essential to the effectiveness of 
the play. 

Moffat Johnston gives a capable per- 
formance as the host and contributes

Road-Show Suggestions 


Editor The Billboard: 
Drummond, Mont., Feb. 28, 1929. 

I read your article in the February 
23 issue regarding conditions on the 
road a8 an actor sees them. I would like 
to express my views on the subject 

I own and operate the Dreamland The- 
ater here. This also is a dance pavilion. 
Of course, we do not get the big shows 
on the road because the population is 
about 300, but the ones that do stop 
have given me a certain impression and 
I believe that if this impression is passed 
on it will help to explain the lack of 
exploitation, interest and co-operation 
angle. 

In booking a road show I try and get 
as complete an idea of that show as 
possible, and If the booker is a salesman 
and sells me I can easily get the inter- 
est angle and co-operation and then 
it is simply another step to exploit that 
show. But if the advance man says 
“This is SOME show,” or “Belieye me, 
this company is the best you ever, had,” 
or some such story, I am doubtful and 
feel that if I exploit the show to the 
skies and it proves flat, I get the laugh 
from the people. 

Shows come and go, but I am here 
always, and the next show I exploit the 
townsfolk will say, “Is this another wiz- 
zer?”, or “I suppose this is one of your 
bigger and better shows again, eh?” So 
my experience is that if I don't know 
the troupe or the show or what it’s all 
about, the best bet I have is simply to 
hang up the paper they send me, and 
when I’m asked what the show is like 
just say, “I heard it is good,” and let 
it go at that. 

So to sum up the idea: have the goods, 
vet a show that you know is good and 
ell yourself first, then when you book 
a theater sell the manager by giving him 
every little detail and the theme, how 
you do it and why (don't get the idea 
he will give you away on the secrets 
he's in the show game as well as you 
are). If the manager is thoroly satisfield 
vou have a real interesting attraction 
that he won’t be ashamed of after you 
are gone, he will exploit it, don't fear

We have standard novelty acts and do 
our stuff presentation style, placing our 
stage band around the novelty acts. We 
also have singing and dancing. We never 
resort to “risque” jokes to put anything 
across. We present our show in audi- 
toriums, theaters, schools, hospitals and 
churches. 

Not long ago we caught a show con- 
sisting of 10 people. They were playing 
a small house in Texas. It was billed 
as “musical comedy”, and they also ad- 
vertised the word “vaudeville” over the 
ticket office. There were 91 patrons 
who walked out in the middle of the 
show, and the ones left in the theater 
were disgusted. The jokes were very 
Spicy and there was no talent in the 
dancing, no stage personality, and the 
black-face bits were from Noah’s Ark 

Now, I ask you, can you blame the 
people for being cynical if the theater 
managers book a show of this class and 
advertise it as vaudeville? This was 
done in a town of 5,000 population, sup- 
porting three theaters. 

However, in spite of this drawback we 
are successful, playing the same terri- 
tory vear after year. By careful man- 
agement of a meritorious attraction, and 
by having a good advance agent, using 
plenty of paper, we are successful here 
in the “sticks”, playing independent 
vaudeville. ;

Better Bills 


Detroit, March 2, 1929. 
Editor The Billboard: 


I am a professional violinist. in con- 
cert and vaudeville work, therefore very 
much interested in the problem of th 
Vitaphone and all kinds of sound ma- 
chines First of all, I must tell you 
I think they are marvelous and here 
to stay for a long while anyway, so I 
am in favor of them for many reasons, 
It is what I call made-to-measure music, 
worked to fit the picture so well that 
one forgets the background is music. It 
does not therefore divide the audience's 
attention, but holds it solely on the pic- 
ture So then let us accept this: in- 
strument as not a mere passing novelty 

But we know these machines have 
been the direct cause of many acts and 
musicians being put out of the theater, 
and we know that no machine or re- 
producer can successfully take the place 
of the actual performance. The audience 
gets a certain thrill in receiving the 
work done in their own presence, seem- 
ingly for them only. This granted, it 
appears that both the acts and machines 
are necessary. To my way of thinking 
there is such a vast difference, why 
should they be replaced? Why not have 
the variety by placing acts back in the 
theater? : 

No doubt many will say that would 
be too much of an expense for the man- 
ager of the smaller houses. Then why is 
it not possible for Mr. Manager to make 
a slight raise of 10 cents in admission? 
A house opening at 35 cents would only 
be 45 cents, What extra money would 
that bring to even a small house seating 
500? Figuring four shows a day this in- 
crease is $50 for one show, and at 28 
shows 2 week it amounts to $1,400 


eytra! Will not this pay for three 
ordinary salaried acts and six union 
musicians? 


Figure a house of 1,000 seats, the 10 
cents extra brings $2,800 a week: count- 
ing only four shows. Will not this bring 
a good bill of acts and orchestra? 

Who wouldn't pay just 10 pennies 
more to see a well-balanced show? And 
tneidentally put thousands of people who 
are now up against it back in their pro- 
fession. How long Its it since the admis- 
sion was 5 cents, then 10 cents, finally 
25 cents, etc.? We pay more for most 
things today, so why cheapen our en- 
tertainment 

Our neighborhood theater that in- 
stalleal the Vitaphone is getting the 
laugh from the big down-town houses, 
who can afford a symphony orchestra, 
jazz orchestra, artists of the opera, a 
huge presentation and sound picture, be- 


centage of the smaller house patrons 

The audience misses all these spe- 
clalties, overtures and humans on the 
Stage. Tiere would be plenty for all 
to do if put back in the theater once 
again. 

Let us swim with the tide of this 
new wave and not try to fight against 
it. May we have bigger and better bills

Reviving Vaudeville 


New York, March 1, 1929. 
Editor The Billboard: 

One of the many and I 
largest troubles that vaudeville is suf- 
fering from is the lack of managerial 
ability in exploiting the acts and mem- 
bers of the acts, and thereby create a 
desire on the part of the public to see 
them. There are all kinds of fishy tales 
on moving pictures, the difficulty ex- 
perienced in making a picture, stories of 
home life and what the movie actors are 
doing, but hardly one word for the 
vaudeville act or actor. Look at the 
daily papers; two, three, sometimes four 
pages of picturés and not one line of 
vaudeville, and the manager expects the 
vaudeville act to be a box-office attrac- 
tion equal to the pictures. 

Take Eva Tanguay as an example. 
When Miss Tanguay was plugged by the 
press and managers and had her own 
press agent, she was a bigger drawing 
card than any picture on Broadway, to- 
day, taking into consideration, of course, 
the difference in the seating capacity 
of the then vaudeville houses and the 
picture houses of today 

The point I am trying to make is this: 
The managers and booking offices, by 
their graft and greed, have played into 
the hands of the pictures and have torn 
up the bridge that carried them over 
the river, and in plain language have 
educated the public to the belief that 
vaudeville is the lowest class of enter- 
tainment, that the actors are hams, and, 
in fact, that the whole works are the 
bunk. So vaudeville has suffered 

To make my point clearer I will give 
the following illustration: I once knew 
a widow with four children and in a 
conversation with this lady you could 
not talk more than two minutes until 
she would tell you how wonderful her 
children were, and every little while she 
would mention her wonderful children 
until she was referred to as “Mrs. so 
and so with the wonderful children.” 
Now had she said they were bad chil- 
dren and plugged “bad” as much as 
she did “wonderful”, I presume it would 
not have been long until everyone would 
speak of “the poor widow with the terri- 
ble children,” and at the same time 
remember there were hundreds of 
widows in this same city with children, 
but there was only one with wonderful 
children. Why? 

Now you vaudeville actors, some of 
you have your business at heart; of that 
Iam sure. You would like to see vaude- 
ville come back to where it once stood 
In fact, you would be willing to do your 
bit to accomplish this. Am I right? 
Wall, then, do not wait or expect the 
changing of booking office heads or the 
change of circuit management to ac- 
complish this for you. You have got to 
win your public back first. 

Suppose 100 acts, who have a little 
capital, were to put together 100 vaude- 
ville shows of seven acts each, being 
very particular to pick good acts that 
blend together and do not conflict, with 
a good advance man ahead, and suppose 
that 100 seven-act shows started to 
cover the United States, building up 
vaudeville, can’t you see what a won- 
derful family this would be in a very 
short time? Can't you see what it 
would do to remove the now congested 
conditions? 

Of course, if these acts put together 
poor shows using amateurs or beginners 
like the circuit managers are now doing, 
repetition of acts or too much sameness, 
poor wardrobe, no makeup, filthy dialog, 
ete., they probably will do the business 
more harm than good, and it would be 
better to not put out a single show 

In conclusion let me say to the per-

former who has the capital to put out 
a show: You, in doing so, will be one 
of the many cogs of the wheel to bring 
back vaudeville, and in doing your tit 
you should not only have great satis- 
faction, but should make money and 
work 50 weeks a year, instead of 15 or 
20. 

And to the performer who is willing 
to do his or her bit, but who lacks the 
necessary capital to operate a show—you 
too can aid and benefit yourself by 
making your salary reasonable and not 
expecting a show of this kind to pay 
the same salaries as a local house with 
an established patronage. And at all 
times do your utmost to improve your 
vehicle and deliver the best that is in 
you.

The Premiere Juggler 


New York, March 1, 1929 
Editor The Billboard: 

Your articles on juggling are being 
read with much interest by the oldtimers 
around the N. V. A. Club. 

The article by Harry B. Lind on Pat 
McBann is absolutely correct. Pat Mc- 
Bann was the greatest of all jugglers in 
his line. I had the pleasure of being 
with the -Ringling Show back in the 
season of 1896 and had the opportunity 
of watching Pat practice in the tall 
grass after the parade 

Here are a few of the tricks he intro- 
duced: 

He was the first to introduce THREE 
Indian clubs in one hand. 

He was the first to do spin arounds 
with four clubs. 

He was the first to do FIVE Indian 
clubs. 

He was the first and only one to ever 
accomplish the feat of doing FOUR clubs 
in one hand 

He and his twin brother (Henry) were 
the first to do a pass with EIGHT ciubs 

After finishing with the Ringling 
Show they joined the Primrose & West 
Minstrels, and for many seasons P. & W. 
offered $10,000 for his equal. There 
never were any takers. At this time Pat 
was a member of the Juggling Johnsons. 

The last time I saw the Juggling 
Johnsons was in 1904 at Hammerstein's. 
The members of the troupe at that time 
were: The McBann twins, Pat and Hen- 
ry; Benny Mowatt, Tommy Lee (father 
of the famous Lee children), Tom Gal- 
laghue and Johnson, the man who 
taught them all. 

I understand the Johnsons split after 
that season, that the McBanns went to 
Europe, Pat dropped on the stage of the 
Berlin Winter Garten, and a few months 
later was buried up in the Alps. George 
Swift, of the Three Swifts. told me last 
season that very many performers, when 
in the vicinity of Lucerne, pay a visit to 
Pat McBann's grave. 

As the late Percy Williams used to say: 
“Go out around the circus lots and the 
medicine shows if you want to find your 
coming headliners for vaudeville.”

We are glad to see that the jugglers 
have come to life again. Koppe will be 
remembered as the originator of deliver- 
ing a monolog while juggling Indian 
clubs, etc. Speaking of balancing tricks 
with clubs, don’t forget Koppe and his 
original tricks that many able-bodied 
men would not endeavor to perfect, and 
considering his physical handicap I he- 
lieve he should be listed as one of the 
greatest jugglers of his day when it 
comes to solo work with hoops or clubs 
and for certainty. He was always a 
“sure” juggler. Thirty years ago he did 
routines that many of the boys cf today 
are trying to imitate. 

Altho I have given up juggling as a 
specialty in favor of versatile offerings, 
I want to say a few lines about this 
little fellow’s teaching ability. When I 
was about 13 he started to teach me to 
toss ‘em. Before I was 15 he had me 
doing routines with three, four, five 
hoops and three, four clubs and the five- 
club trick. Not bad for a little fellow 
At present I use only Indian clubs in 
conjunction with buck and wing dance 
routines and believe I am the only one 
in the business doing les clean 
stepping while jugglin not forgetting

The examination of Acting Lier tenan 
Patrick Keneally as to what aanaed

AN EFFECTIVE ORGANIZATION for 
the betterment of roller skating is urged 
by Glenn L. Mack, general manager of the 
Mack Amusement Company, with head- 
quarters at Eugene, Ore., who in a re- 
cent communication on the subject says: 
“Having read E. M. Mooars’ statement 
and that of Mr. Lowe,I want to say thatI 
agree with them in all ways and would 
like to see an organization of rink man- 
agers and an annual convention of 
delegates from each State, and as the old 
saying is, that two heads are better than 
one, let us say that 48 heads working 
to one point can only spell one word, and 
that is success. It is a known fact thru 
this territory, as well as others, that the 
rink game has been permitted to go to 
the dogs, and it will continue to drop 
as long as there are ‘fly-by-nights’ that 
do not know how to handle the public 
and give it its money’s worth. I do 
not know exactly how many times I 
have been turned away without a word 
when endeavoring to secure a location 
on account of some ‘fool manager’ 
operating a rough house and allowing all 
kinds of conduct in a rink. But after 
proving myself and ability, I have suc- 
ceeded in securing the location and mak- 
ing it a success. But it takes work with 
capital letters There are several towns 
in this State that are closed to rinks 
and their respective councils will not 
hear to giving a license, and one goes 
so far as to require a bond of $500 
cash. Others have made the license so 
high that it is almost prohibitive. Why 
can't we have an organization such as 
the Dancing Masters’ Association? I am 
here to pledge myself to push the efforts 
of organizing an association in Oregon. 
How about the rest of the States? If 
this does not appeal to some of the 
readers let us hear from them too. If 
any one can say that it will not improve 
the game and put money in our pockets 
as well as many other businesses that 
profit by the rinks being in operation. I 
would like to know why. I would like to 
hear from rink managers in this State or 
any other and will be pleased to answer 
at an early date.”

Tom Breeden, youth- 
ful rider of Glen Canyon, featured the 
final day's rodeo performance by bull- 
dogging a steer in 15 seconds. The mid-

At Park Swimming Pools 


In every institution, business or Ore 
ganization ot any consequence, certain 
ruies of conduct must govern the actions 
of those connected with the organization 
and the actions of the outside people with 
whom they come into contact. 

This is peculiarly true of an amuse- 
ment park, with its many and varied de- 
partments and ramifications and its close 
association with all types and classes of 
people. Narrowing down to a specific in- 
stance, it is particularly a grave problem 
as related to the park swimming pool. 

The park swimming pool is available to 
any and all who have the price of ad- 
mission. Therefore, it is infinitely im- 
portant that park officials insure decent 
conduct and above-reproach behavior at 
all times in order that its patrons may 
enjoy and not abuse the privilege af- 
forded them. All elements from every 
walk of life may be found at a bathing 
beach, and it is vitally necessary that 
proper precautions be taken by the park 
authorities to insure clean, healthful! 
bathing conditions as well as surround- 
ings adequately protected from rowdy- 
ism and vulgarity. 

A system of conduct, with regulations 
plainly and clearly laid down and rigidly 
enforced by appointed guardians, is the 
only way to handle crowds of the size 
and heterogeneous character which fre- 
quent public swimming pools. 

If such a plan of deportment is con- 
sistently enforced, the general public will 
s00n come to realize that the undesirable 


element is frowned upon and discouraged 
and eventually this element will be prac- 
tically eliminated. Public places con- 
ducted along high standards will natu- 
rally draw the class of patrons which be- 
haves circumspectly and properly, while 
a dirty environment and lax government 
just as naturally draw human rubbish. 
Set a high standard and the personnel 
of the patrons will take care of itself. 

At a public swimming pool the life 
guards are a major consideration and 
justly a tremendously important one. An 
ample number, thoroly trained and com- 
petent, are necessary requirements 
Another equally important factor, not 
always stressed, is the stature and gen- 
eral physical appearance of the guards. 
Big, husky, sun-tanned men, upright and 
muscular, certainly inspire more confi- 
dence in timid bathers than small, un- 
dersized or average-looking men. Even 
seasoned swimmers feel a certain security 
when they are surrounded by vigilant 
and virile-looking guards. It is the 
human obeisance to the strong. 


Young men thoroly schooled in this 
particular kind of work are, of course, 
the only sort to employ. Not only should 
they be expert swimmers, but they must 
have experienced knowledge of the art of 
saving and resuscitating bathers who 
venture too far in the deep section or 
otherwise become unable to care for 
themselves. These guards should have 
at their head a captain who is capable

of handling men and crewds tactfully 
yet forcefully, one who commands the 
respect not only of his associates but 
of the visiting patrons. Alertness, 
vigilance, strength, tact and ability to 
mingle pleasantly with bathers are some 
of the most important and indispensable 
requirements of an able life-guard crew. 
This crew is the nucleus around which 
the rest of the swimming-pool activities 
revolve. If this group is faulty, slack in 
enforcing and maintaining order at the 
pool proper, every other subsidiary of the 
natatorium will be affected unfavorably 

These related departments must like- 
wise be under the control of efficient 
persons. The locker rooms should be 
overseen by honest, conscientious and 
energetic men and women. The morale 
of a swimming pool can be greatly 
weakened or strengthened by the system 
employed at the lockers. This part of 
work must be so handled that bathers go 
into the pool confidently knowing that 


their possessions are being faithfully 
taken care of Prompt, pleasant and 
courteous service cannot be over- 
emphasized. These small things go 2 
long way in establishing the good or bad 
reputation of a park beach. Clean lock- 
ers, securely fastened, well lighted, with 
ample shower rooms, mirro! etc., are 
all necessary and important items de- 
manding earnest consideration by all

Unfavorable Legislation Searce in California; 


Many Bills Are Introduced in Aid of Fairs 


SACRAMENTO, Calif... March 2.—For 
the first time in many years there is a 
scarcity of legislation in the California 
State legislature that might affect 
showmen. A close watch has been kept 
on the files of both houses and so far 
not a single bill has appeared that 
might in any way be construed as hav- 
ing a direct bearing upon the show 
business, altho the Cobb anti-slot-ma- 
chine bill, which was defeated at the 
last session of the legislature, is re- 
introduced this year and if passed might 
cause a ban on certain mechanical 
devices used by carnivals. 

However, the possibility of such a bill 
being passed at this time seems very 
slight. The slot-machine manufacturers 
and vending-machine owners are main- 
taining a strong lobby here and seem to 
have the situation well in hand. 


The daylight-saving bill is the only 
Other bill not favored by the amuse- 


ment men. All branches of the amuse- 
ment industry, including both the in- 
door and outdoor interests, are com- 
bining to defeat this measure, which 
also seems to have slight chance to 
pass, altho some members of the legis- 
lature favor the submission of this 


question to the voters of the State at 


the next election.

Stress was laid upon the necessity for 
operators to get a wider vision upon the 
entire industry and to be better pre- 
pared to take advantage of the possi- 
bilities before the trade.
